FEWER LIVES 
LOST DESPITE 
RISE IN WORK 


Harrisburg, Nov. 13 
(AP)—Tile 
output of Pennsylvania’s vast coal 
mines has been greatly stepped up 
this year under the impetus of the 
defense program, but 31 fewer lives 
have been lost in the effort than in 
the same period of 1940, the Mining 
Department reports. 
In the first ten months of this 
year, 
anthracite 
and 
bituminous 
mining snuffed out 298 lives, while 
in the corresponding months of 1940, 
there were 329 deaths, the depart­ 
ment said. 
The safety record was 
best in the soft coal mines, the sta­ 
tistics show. 
Anthracite mining accidents caus­ 
ed 161 deaths up to November I, in 
the production of 45,535,000 tons, or 
282,826 tons per death. In the first 
ten months of 1940, there were 154 
fatalities, with 41,140,000 tons of 
production, or one death for each 
267,143 tons. 
Soft coal mines produced 100,675,- 
000 tons in ten months this year and 
recorded 137 deaths, or one for each 
734,854 tons. 
Up to November I 
last year, the western bituminous 
field had an output of 92,370,000 
tons, with 175 fatalities, or one for 
each 527,829 tons. 
The toppling of walls and barriers 
brought about the greatest percent­ 
age of fatalities, with blasts and ex­ 
plosions the next greatest factor. 
Joseph J. Walsh, deputy Secretary 
of Mines, said that despite the rec­ 
ord this year, many accidents re­ 
sulted from causes “which should 
not have been permitted to exist.”

"HHAT WOULD MARTHA DO?"

Tile mistress of the home 
tried to console those so stricken 
with brief and questions, although 
she herself was stunned by the 
great loss. Finally she decided upon 
a plan. She had neat, large cards 
made, upon which, at the top, was 
printed: "What Would Martha Do?” 
Then each day she would write un­ 
derneath what she thought Martha 
would do. And the card was placed 
in the various rooms where the 
other servants worked. 
Thus it was that spirit of the kind 
old colored maid lived on and minis­ 
tered in her former beautiful way. 
Martha still lived! 
I am sure that many of us have 
had a similar experience when some 
one beloved has gone from our home 
and life. Tile world didn’t seem the 
same after I had left the new grave 
of my own lovely mother. The ques­ 
tion came to me: “What is to hap­ 
pen to me now, and how can I live 
on without the presence of my 
kindly, gentle mother?" Then and 
there I decided to do what they did 
when Martha went aw’ay. I decided 
to live on as though my mother 
still lived—as surely she does in 
what good I am able to do—and so 
I have been inspired all these many 
years by that ever present spirit of 
hers. 
I do not believe that death is the 
end of a great character. If I did, 
all incentive, all effort, all ambition 
would seem to me to be futile. Love 
is invisible, but once it has walked 
out into the sunlight, it sheds Its 
rays of hope and comfort all about ~sjgn 0f 
us and deep into our hearts. It is a 
living Presence!

Strikes Threaten Transportation, Mining, Telephoning 


TIEUPS WOULD 
BE HARD BLOW 
TO WAR PLANS 


[By the Associated Press] 
Labor disputes today cast dark 
shadows over the immediate future 
of railroad transportation, long dis­ 
tance telephone communication and 
the mining of soft coal to fuel the 
nation's steel mills. 
In addition, there was a growing 
possibility that the disturbed labor 
situation might even cause the de­ 
feat 
of 
administration-sponsored 
changes in the neutrality act. Some 
house members declared they would 
not vote to send American merchant 
ships into war zones unless the ad­ 
ministration took firm steps to pre­ 
vent work stoppages on defense 
projects. 
White House action of some sort 
appeared certain in the soft coal 
dispute, involving the CIO United 
Mine Workers’ demand for a union 
shop in the captive coal pits oper­ 
ated by the steel companies. Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt invited UMW presi­ 
dent John L. Lewis, CIO chief 
Philip 
Murray, 
UMW 
secretary- 
treasurer Thomas Kennedy, and the 
heads of three large steel companies 
to confer with him tomorrow. 
Await FDR Action 
Murray and Kennedy resigned 
Tuesday from the defense media­ 
tion 
board, 
in 
protest 
to 
that 
group’s 
9-to-2 
recommendation 
against the UMW’s demand for the 
union shop in the captive mines. 
There was no indication of what 
action Mr. Roosevelt had in mind, 
but the conference was called for 
the very day that Lewis summoned 
the UMW policy committee to a 
special meeting, presumably for a 
decision on union action in view’ of 
the mediation board recommenda­ 
tion. 
While the White House confer­ 
ence was called for tomorrow, the

FINN PROBLEM 
IMPORTANT TO 
WAR VICTORY

\By the Associated Press] 
The refusal of little Finland to 
heed America’s warning that she 
stop fighting mighty Russia raises 
the issue of whether our efforts to 
aid the Allies shall be governed by 
our hearts or by our heads. 
We have a similar problem, from 
the standpoint 
of hearts versus 
heads, in former President Hoover’s 
renewed 
appeal 
that 
we 
feed 
Europe’s starving children. 
The 
fundamental 
question, 
of 
course, is what is the right and 
wrong in these cases. What answer 
would each of us be willing, to 
take before the throne of heaven 
as justification for our acts. 
Result Is Objective 
Unfortunately we can’t base our 
decisions solely on the individual 
cases. Each circumstance must be 
judged in its relation to the whole 
vast picture of this horrible war. 
We must consider what effect the 
individual tragedy will have on the 
outcome of a conflict which is in 
process of moulding the future of 
humanity for a hundred and one 
years. 
Argued from 
this basis, many 
individual tragedies must be endured 
in order that a broader justice, 
affecting 
all 
mankind, 
may 
be 
achieved. 
Take the case of the Finns. Mr.

Rail Strike 
The threatened nationwide rail­ 
road strike caused extreme concern 
to the country’s shippers as well as 
to the administration. 
The five operating brotherhoods, 
representing 350,000 workers, decid­ 
ed to walk out progressively Decem­ 
ber 7, 8 and 9 in support of their 
demand for a 30 per cent wage 
boost. 
A fact finding board ap­ 
pointed by President Roosevelt had 
recommended a 7 Va per cent in­ 
crease which the men rejected flatly 
but which the carriers said they 
would accept. 
The lowest paid of 
the operating personnel now re­ 
ceives $5 06 a day. 
A decision was awaited from the 
representatives of 900.000 non-oper­ 
ating crafts, who asked for 30 to 34 
cents an hour more than their pres­ 
ent range of 35 to 85 cents.

Our 
whole country heralded Finland’s 
resistance as the most heroic stand 
of democracy since Thermopylae, 
x x x has America lost all sense 
of human and moral proportions?” 
Well, there’s no question that the 
heart of America was with the tiny 
David of the north in the conflict 
with 
Goliath. 
Maybe 
America’s 
heart is with them still, but we 
have a new set of circumstances 
to consider and it’s difficult to 
believe Uncle Sam has "lost all 
sense of human and moral propor­ 
tions” in calling a halt on the 
Finnish operations. 
America’s 
attitude 
may

tough on the Finns, but we have 
to 
think 
whether 
it 
would

tougher on the world at large if 
Finland’s war-making should result 
in Russia’s downfall. Maintenance 
of the Soviet has become vital to 
the Allied cause. That isn’t neces­ 
sarily because the Allies are de-

pendent on Red arms, but because 
if Hitler defeats the Bolshevists he 
will have acquired vast resources 
which he needs. Thus Russia is a 
keystone of the Allie defense. 
Now if Finland were down on the 
central

front,

wouldn’t matter so much. But the 
Finns 
are 
shooting 
at 
Russia’s 
vitals. 
Their efforts endanger the 
safety of Leningrad, one of the 
Soviet’s greatest industrial centers, 
and gateway to the Baltic. 
If Leningrad falls, the Reds will 
be cut off from the Baltic, and their 
navy will be rendered impotent. 
Moreover, Leningrad is the anchor 
of the right wing of the Russian 
battle-line, and its loss would mean 
a turning of the flank.

close the Arctic ports of Murmansk 
and

Washington. Nov. 13 <AP>—Sen­ 
ator Murray (D.-Montana) said to­ 
day “there Is a definite possibility” 
that the Uh!ted States may go to 
war with Japan, but his colleague, 
Senator Wheeler (D.-Montana), de­ 
clared that “we now have a real 
chance to adjust our differences 
with the Japanese ” 
Murray, a member of the foreign 
relations committee, told reporters 
that forthcoming conversations be­ 
tween State department officials and 
Ba buro 
Kurusu, 
Japan's 
special 
envoy, “appear pretty futile.” 
“We can not afford to agree to 
any Far Eastern settlement which 
would sanction the oppression of 
the 
Chinese.” 
Murray 
declared. 
“Japan must get out of China ii 
there is to be m y agreement. 
“I have little hope that anything 
will come of the Kurusu conversa­ 
tions, because the war party is in 
control in Japan and it is unlikely 
that it will back down now. There 
is a definite possibility of war in 
the Pacific.” 
Should Make Peace 
Wheeler thought differently. “The 
people of Japan, like the people 
of the United States, do not want 
war in the Pacific,” he said. “There 
is no reason why differences be­ 
tween the two countries can not 
be worked out in a peaceful way." 
Wheeler said he had “known for 
some time that the Chinese and 
some of the British want us to 
send an expeditionary force to pro­ 
tect the Burma road.” He expressed 
confident*, 
however, 
that 
“the 
President will take counsel on the 
matter with the Army rather than 
out hot-headed Secretary of the 
Navy (Frank Knox). If he does, 
I am sure he will not sand an 
expeditionary fofiee.” 
Senator Johnson, (R.-Calltomia), 
ranking minority member of the 
foreign relations group, commented 
tersely that “there are some people 
in the government who would like 
to fight Japan whenever it is con­ 
venient—who would like to fight 
the whole world.” 
Senator Nye (R.-North Dakota), 
like Johnson and Wheeler an op­ 
ponent of administration foreign 
policy, shared Wheeler's view that 
chances were good for settlement 
In the Pacific.

With Army In The Field, Nov. 13 
(AP)—Experiments

tanks from the air—by dropping by 
parachute gasoline or Diesel oil In 
sausage-like rubber bags—are being 
conducted by army experts, it was 
learned today. 
Armored vehicles are most vul­ 
nerable when they are surrounded. 
So long as they have sufficient fuel 
there is a chance of fighting a way 
out or making a run for It, but a 
stalled tank is artillery’s most op­ 
portune target. 
If the tanks were held within an 
enemy ring, it is most likely that 
only other tanks would be strong 
enough to carry gasoline or oil to 
them and that would be too great 
a risk of men and material. 
Hence the swiftest and at the 
same time the most economical 
means are supplies from the air 
Tile armored force board, research 
group for the mechanized fighting 
forces, has been experimenting for 
weeks with various types of con­ 
tainers. They 
have 
found 
that 
tough rubber tubes—each holding 
about IO gallons of gasoline are the 
most suitable. 
Transport planes have dropped 
the containers, attached to inex­ 
pensive 
burlap parachutes, from 
altitudes of almost 1,000 feet with­ 
out bursting them. 
Tanks usually carry enough fuel 
to keep them going, under ordinary 
conditions for 300 miles. The men 
have sufficient water and emergency 
rations for three days.

Cut 
the raw oysters into medium sec­ 
tions and use some of their flavory 
liquid for the moistening.

bits of shell. 
Dressing Between Meat and Skin 
The addition of dressing between 
the breast m eat and skin sounds I 
more difficult and complicated than 
it actually is. 
The method yields 
such flavor and moist quality of the 
breast meat th at it is worth trying 
This drawing should be put in be­ 
fore the body cavity Is filled. 
Loosen the skin from the breast. 
The skin is quite elastic, so it can 
easily be pulled from the flesh w ith , 
the lingers, or eased away with the 
bandle of a spoon. Insert a layer of 
dressing about one-fourth inch thick 
between the loosened skin and meat 
over the entire breast.
